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F Kings were as wiſe and goodas their Office re- 
quires them to be, Monarchy, certainly, would 
be the happieſt Form of Government in the World; 

but ſirice experience tells us they are like us in all things, 
Kingſhip excepted, and are'for the moſt part but the 
orfe tor Thar, it has been the Wiſdom of all Nations 
to take the beſt caution. 'and ſecurity of them for their 
freedoms that they could get. This, 1land many more 
expeacd at the hands of our Sexators, -after not only the 
bermsof others,but our own might have taught them how 
to make uſe of ſo happy an oppertonity ; but as leſs then 
a years time has ſhown vs the: vanity of oor hopes 
ia them, I preſume they are not leſs inſtruted of the 
vanity of their own'in him, it being viſible, toall the

thinking World, that he is - not able to ſupport him-. 


ſelf three Months longer, upon the meaſures he takes, 
berween ' King James and a Common-wealth, for one of 
them will be quickly too hard for him, «and-only ene of 
Them can prevent the other.”

ters & Corporations being in no better condition'then 
y. were. He picks and chuſes his Council : He Names 
all the great Officers of the State, Navy, Army and 

Church, as well as of his Hoſhold; and he abſolutely 
commands the Malitia, as yet, which is having the 
whole in his Power, for thereby -he has a Mortgage 

, Upon every man; the 
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Gain or Honour of his Office, 
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That already they have not heen able to keep themſelves 
from the diſtin&tzon of Courr and Country party, who 
the other day objected it to their Enemies as a Vice in 
Government. This has ſomething in it very abſurd, and 
it reproaches the honeſty or underſtanding of ſome Peo- 
ple, that when they ſay they can make Kings, they ei- 
ther can't or wet take care to limit and regulate them 
co our Safety.: by which means the King, that is made 
by the People, may rule wirhout chem, inſtead of ruling 
for them, and govern jure divino, ' though he be creat 
jure bumatr9, which renders his execution Independent of 
his Commiſſion, and himſelf. in all things mmpunible, 
We have herein left the Principles that* lead us to leave 
King James, and changed the very meaſures upon which 
we changed the Government.” | We made uſe of Re" 
publican Reaſons for 9ur alterauion,and, for 61ght I ſeeg 
we go-upon Tory methods to eſtabliſh it. This readers 
our: caſe much worſe-then it Was it the time.of Xing 
Charles and King Fames ; in that then we had Kings that 
were ſuſpected, to be ſure not belov?d, and the firft 
not feared from his hamour, and the laſt,at laſt as little 
apprehended from his Intereſt : But this Gentleman en- 
ters upon the Reputation of Proreſtancy,and has our own 
choice & Religion bath to blind us,& bind us.Being'thert 
more Popnlar,and.not more limited, we are nat more ſafe, 
but our Liberties more expoſed - And unleſs ſuch a 
King has #rreſiſrable Grace, gr ſtronger tycs npon him, 
the Reaſons of aur preferring him may be the lnſtances 
of our danges. » Let theſe ſerve as brief hints of the - 
pernitious Omiſſions we have made, about the Confſtity- 
tion of -our- Government, and give me lee now to 
point at» ur Sins of Commiſſhon. _ . 

. Of this ſort the Suſpenſion of the Habeas Corpus at will 
challange the preference. * .It is what can never be an- 
ſwer'd by us Whigs, to.ſtab ſych a Law, nay, dur own 
Law three times ſucceſſively. Tri this the Toryes out- 
Witted us, for they have humoured us intoa contradis 
fin of our own Principles.

Juſt ſo we bave done by Sc; been. buſie a-' 
bour a Fleet, and careleſs of our Trade, that as a witty 
Member-of the Houſe of Commons ſaid, The Dutch 
have run away with our T\ rade, and the French with our 
Ships, norwithſt anding aur Fleet. It is certain they left 
Breſt when- they ſhould have ſtaid there (by which 
means the French joy.ied their Fleets) & are cothe home; 
when there is moſt uſe of them abroad, whereby uh 
French are left to ſcour our Seas. Mary are employed 
that either do not underſtand their bulneſs, or are not 
inour Intereſt, becauſe they can give moſt Money. Sof-, 
diers, eſpecially, the Dutch, have been quarter*d_ upon. 
private Houſes,and Gentlemen's Seats have not eſcapes

- And for the 
preſent Aniſtcrs of bis Government here, _the very 
naming of-rhem, is giving rhe Reaſon, borh for the S1ns 
of Omiſſion and Commiſion ; And inde:d how ſhould we 
hope to have our Liberties eftablii'd under-them, who 
in the Bite Reigns were the Authorsof the Myſeries we 
call'd in this Pririce in hopes to br delivered from 3 
and by what we have already ſeen of their manage- 
ment, we muſt conclude they have either a.King James 
in their Belly, or in their Hearts, the.
